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The Whereabouts of the Fleet. 

(I,or.,Joii 3t-::;;ar.!.) 

Not only has the Besika Bay Fleet 
ceased to exist sinco the commence- 
ment of the t>resent month, but well- 
nigh the whole of our vessels in the 
Mediterranean have parted company. 
The Admiral, iu bis flag-ship, the 
Hercules, is at Smyrna, and will pro- 
bably go thence to Malta, should no uu- 
forseen circumstances recall him to 
Turkish waters; Admiral Hornby, in 
the Alexandra, being expected from 
England at Valetta Harbour at the end 
of Febiuary, to take over the com- 
maad from Sir Jamea Drummond. Our 
fleet iu the Mediterranean is maintain- 
ed of the same formidiible strength . as 
heretofore; and as both the Thunderer 
and Alexandra will leave for that 
station shortly, it is evidently tho in- 
tention of the Government still to 
Lave a dozen British ironclads at least 
to look after our interests in the Le- 
▼AQt. The Besika Bay ITleet broke up 
on the 4th inst, as soon as orders to 
that effect reached Admiral Drum- 
mond;- the ships at once weighed 
anchor, and left for various stations 
assigned to them. At Malta thoro are 
at present the turret ship Devastation 
and the Bupert, Cruiser, and Helicon, 
besides the flagship Hibernia. Five 
ironclads, namely, tho Triumph, Swift- 
sure, Monarch, Pailas, and Sultan, are 
just now iu the Vourla lloads, under 
the command of Admiral Eice. These 
form the only consolidated 
■ Bqaadron upon the Mediterranean 
slation'at the present moment; the 
Duke of Edinburgh, who commands the 
Sultan, being, however, away on leave 
at Malta. Most of the vessels have 
received orders, it seems to rendezvous 
at Corfu, or the Vouxla Roads about 
the end of the month, so that in a 
few days the whole of the fleet will 
probably be together again, under tho 
orders of Admiral Drumiuoud or Ad- 
miral Rice. Thetime has^ not been fruit- 
lessly spent by the crews, who accord- 
ing to the ac^ 'iints have been daily 
exercised at ,;un drill or torpedo 
warfare! ' • Torpedo nets have been 
supplied to most of the vessels by the 
Admirality, and the ineu have been 
practiced in the eaiploymont of the 
defensive imjjlements under Captain 
Fisher, R.N., of tho Verdon torpedo vessel 
Indeed, Sir James Drummond beems 
to have taken ever possible measure 
for maintaining his fleet in good fight- 
ing trim. 

HoiisEFLKsii AS HusiAN FooD. — The 
committee for propogating the use of 
horseflesh as an article of human food 
has itfSued the following notice: Tho 
prevalence of cattle disease in diU'ei- 
entopuntriea of the Continent having 
determined tho British Government 
to piohiliit the imijortation of oxen, 
cows and sheep into England, we 
think the public may be usefully re- 
minded of the fact that the employ- 
ment of horse-meat as an article of 
food has for some years made rapid 
progress in Franco. Thus at Paris, 
tho lirst butcher establishment for thot 
aliment having been oi)oned in 18()G, 
•Iready.in- the following year 2,152 
horsiss^' miiles and asses had been kill- 
ed for consumption; and tho number 
rose gradually to 2,G5B in ISfi'J; 5,7:52 
in 1872; U,H05 in 1875. and 8,G93 
horses, 013 asses and 35 mules 
in 187G. The number of butch- 
er»' cstftbli^hmonta for IIiIh articlo 
of food wiis r)S on tlio 'Mm of JJi'Cuinbor 
lost. From Taris tho use of lioisoliesli 
h^8' spread rapiiJly tb all the chief towns 
of Frunce, and veterinary surgeons are 
appointed by tho Govornniont to exauiiuo 
horses iu tho Hiiino w.iy la ciittlo. The 
price of such moat in raiterii\lly lower, 
m(jt^,tl|(j]t^nding tho lact thiit it ia tnoKt 
nbanshiog. At i'uris a Hpociul coinmitteo 
exists, opmposed of philanthropists, who 
aim to extend the tfse of ' this new article 
of food; ' Th& foand'ef of the oommitloo, 
M. Dticroix, has placed at its di8))08al tho 
sum of 1,10.') franca and a mcdit! cf honor, 
to bo awarded to tho person who first 
opens and.'oarries on an .establishment at 
London for tho 8ale.:of .horse-weat. ,

^^'THEIiAILWAY aUESTION. 

"When a coranuinity of presumably 
sensible persons reverse tlieir decision 
twice wilhiu six months, find instrLicl 
their represGutf^tivos ou the Hccond 
occasion to pursue a. course and advo- 
cate a principle iu direct opposition to 
the instructions they had given Ibein 
on the first occasion, it behoves those 
representatives to ask themselves the 
question whether tho time has not ar- 
rived when they should think for their 
constituents, since the latter seem in- 
capable of thinking for their represen- 
tatives. Pablio meotings are called 
for tho purpose of arriving, thronyh 
fair and impartial discussion, at a 
knowledge of what popular opinion 
really is on topics of general or special 
interest;- and all sides have a right to 
behearaatsuch gathovings, If thai 
right be denied, tho meeting is not 
pMic, it is parlizan. Tho Mayor, for iii- 
BtanoQ, cannot preside, in hia oiVieial 
capacity, over a parly mectiug; but if 
asked by requisition ho ought to pre- 
side over a meeting called for the pur- 
pose of public discussion. The mo- 
ment the Mayor took the Chair ou 
Monday night the meeting was no 
more the Carnarvon Club's than it was 
the Emperor of China's, although the 
Club called it for the purpose of get- 
ting a pnblio endorsement of its pri- 
vate resolutions. The disgraceful and 
cowardly attack on Mr. Gray, whose 
views (albeit they were more sensible 
and patriotic than the person who in- 
troduced the "contumacy" of our re- 
spected aud trusted Premier to the 
meeting, is capable of entertaining, 
much less expressing) waa a greater 
insult to the jVIayor than to Mr. Gray 
himself. His Worship had been ask- 
ed to convene the meeting; and Ibu 
very first goiitloman who came forward 
to express opioioiis that were not in 
OJusonance with those of a majority of 
tho meeting was hissed aud bowled 
at until be sat down — fortunately not 
before be had toLl his assailants a few 
home-truths and dropped into the 
minds of well-disposed lislenora some 
wise and salutary words which have 
already produced an excellent effect 
upon all classes. The treatment Mr. 
Gray leceived proves that tbo Mayor 
was entrapped into presiding under 
false pretences. Ho was told it was 
to be n meoling; iinj it provc-tl to 

be nothing bett'-'r thau an oiieu moot- 
ing of a secret, treasonable and mori- 
bund organization which had jjlantert 
iia clciquer.ianA lontcxR in every pait of 
the ball, and by signs, grips and tok- 
ens, known only to themselves, decid- 
ed wbo was and who was not to be al- 
lowed to speak. To call an asa^'inblage 
D, jmhlio nieeliug wlifro Irco f-poeuh js 
drowned by a discordant chorus of 
yells, is an insult to common sense and 
decency. 

But, throwing aside the false-pre- 
tence and illbred character of the 
racent assemblages, we are surprised 
that none of tlio .speakers undertook 
to explain bow and why there bad 
been a change in seiitimont ou the 
railway question. It would havo been 
profitable to know how certain gentle- 
men who addressed the meeting in 
September lant to advocate inmicdiate 
Seuartttioii luul in the interval ciiung- 
ed their minds and at tho meeting in 
March udopted Lord Carnarvon's Hug- 
gostiou of a "iiinglo sumiunr'hj dch.v" 
in railway work aud ollored auothor 
summer's delay besides. The deciL'ion 
of the meeting — while gratifying in the 
sense of acquiescing in Lord Caru/tr- 
von's views — was childish in promis- 
ing a greater concossi(jn than the 
country waa asked, or is prepared to 
make. Tho unimialleled genorosii^ 
of the persons who composed the meet- 
ing can only bo compared to the liber- 
ality of a mau wlio acquires a reputa- 
tion for the possession of a clniritublo 
disposition in giving away anotl^'r 
man's goods. What right bad I'hiJ- 
harmonic Hall to speak for the rest of 
the Province? and how can anything 
emanating from that incoiisistoiit and 
turbulent atiuoKpliero oxort tho slight- 
est inliueuco on tho Legislature of tho 
wuut.B Proviuee? Tho resolution v,o 
are now discuBsiag saya that in dc- 
feronco to Lord Uarnarvon's wishes thu 
time of commencing railway work in 
tho Province is extended to August 
1st, 1878. Lord Carnarvon expressed 
no such wish. He asked theProviuco 
to wait a "siuglo summor" and the reso- 
lution consents to wait TWO summers 
before insisting on the commencement 
of railway work. 'Xho alteruativn. of 
the nou-commeucement of the work on 
the 1st of August, 1878, is— "separ- 
ntibii." The legislature is ask ed to 
adopt this resolution as an expresp.ion 
of tho feeling of the IMovinoe; and in 
deference, we suppose, to its command, 
Mr. Humphreys has given iioticy in 
thoHousoof a resolution asking tho 
HuiBO to reaffirm its opinion that no 
ailerutiou should be permitted in tho 
Carnarvon Terms "cither in letter or 
■pirit." This notice bears an absurdity 
Oil us face. The tJarimrvoii Tonus, 
(if they hnvo an 'i .listonco,) are incap- 
able of fulfilment in lettor. Undor 
jihem the Island road was to bayo been 



built iu 1875. We aro now 1877 and 
tho first rail has not boon hud. Jf tlu; 
House were to agreo to Mr. Humph- 
reys resoluUou it would simply bo 
flinging away another year— delaying 
for another twelvemonth a practicable 
solution of the railway difficulty. If 
they were to ado|)t the Philharmonic 
Hail rosoluliou and wind up with a 
.nrtat of scccii.-ioii, they would bo ol- 
fcring an iu.=ii;U to Lord Carnarvon, 
who hi his diopatch states that he is 
uuablo at inosent to say what the 
amount of compousaliou iu lieu of the 
Isliiud Railway, (ho is emphatic iu 
stating that the cumpen.sation shall be 
insular) should be. Wo do not believe 
the House will adopt the principle of 
Mr. iliniqdiiev.s' resolution; and we 
arc (juiLo .■■■uro thoy will not commit 
thf uiHiilvos Id the mildly-mad resolu- 
tion of Pbilliariuouic Hull. 

Tho resolution introdticed by Mr, Pim- 
biuy luul [in^^Hod by tho House tho other 
ilay e."l)r^'^H"s tho (;nnvi(!tinn of the House 
that flid I';-:(iuiin;iH-.-Js^iiiinino llailwiiy 
sliouM 1)0 'Mohiyoil no longer than tbo 
.singki snuimor" suggested by His Lord- 
ship. Tlii.s oxprcsaion is respectful and 
sonsibUi; but w(^ aro not suro but a wiser 
courHti fiji' till- Home v.'oukl l>!%vo lipon to 
xi'Mif\\\vm tho j)i iiiL'iplo nf nionoy-comixMi 
siitioii (His Iiordship culls it a "nioiioy 
oiiuiv:ih-nt" fo;' till! Islniul roail. and tlu^ 
(Mpuvaliuit uf tlint road would bo tho rciul 
itsolfoi'a niun of niimoy sullici'Mit to 
build it). Tiio House inigiit say. Wo yiohl 
to yonr Loril^hip's wislinH aud consrul to 
accept a money-equivalout for tho E-qui- 
mnlt-Nannimo lino; suidi tt|uivid;'iit, in 
our opinion, should bo S %l'00, 000, to bo 
(lovoU'il to build'.n.'.,' Ill'' siul iii.e and t.

1 observe that it t-dls 
he.ivily on the (da-sHcs thit the fanner — 
not only hi;ro but i'l some of the other 
jjroviuces. It is no secret that fanning 
is on tho wane on this Island, and the 
careful observer must have noticed that 
there are less improvements made in the 
district than usual for reasons which 
cannot bo accounted fur. The traders of 
Victoria area prejudiced class and thev can 
utany time di-p-jso of tludr business and 
leave. Thoy liavo steadily opp.jsed the 
interest of the f.iriners. It was ohieiiy 
through their influence that the Canadian 
tariff was forced on the people, for they 
had the press on their side had some of the 
cuuiiing politicuaiis, nr.d who knows what 
they f!ot for it ? 

Not only this, but these tiumo tradei b 
have sternly upnosi'd every luea.suro that 
has heeu breugbl forward for the estab- 
lishment of a public market in Victoria, 
because they know that they would havo 
to do ft certain amount of cash business 
with fanners, and, as a eonsi (luonce.bidli 
t ho tarilT luid the niurkot have jinn-ed a 
lament. ible f.iilinxi to all .save thcincclveK. 

\ bliall now iiroceed to explain to you 
bow fariuers uro oblig.'d to dispose of 
tho bulk of their produce. When a far- 
mer takes a load of oats (for instaace) to 
Victoria it is seldom tliat ho meets with a 
cash buyer, as most jiersons \rho keep 
one or tw<i hon-es hiiy tln ii' fee;l from the 
di aler:^. 'I'lu! fariuor, not being able to

An inquest was holil yesterday on the 
body of I'liilipino Lo Moiyno, an inmate 
of the Lunatic Asylnm, who banged him- 
self in Ids coll yesterday morning, between 
G and 6 30 o'clock by means of a leather 
strap. 

John J. Cowley, one of the guards, to.H- 
tified tliat it was liis dnty to call the pati- 
ents and that ou going to tlio deceased's 
eidl be found him kneeling on bin bed 
with his back to tlio window; on closer in- 
spictioii found that he bad bangeil him- 
self to tho bar of the window; he called 
Michael Towey, who helped him to un- 
fasten the ftrap. 

Michael Towey swore that lie had put 
the deceased to boil the n'glit before be- 
tween 6 and 6 ao ji. m. it was usual to 
take iiiti^Mit-i' cl'jthe.s away; had not 
noticed tho strap; the deceased might 
have thrown it nuder the bed; it whs the 
custom always to tdko the strap away. 

The Jury returned a verdict to the ef- 
fect that the deceased had committed sui- 
cide wlnlo i ii a state of insanity, nnd rc- 
commeiuied that in fnturo more caro 
should !)•> taken hy the keepers in h-aving 
any article witliin t!)0 ro.icli of patients 
whereby such a decil could bo committed.

(Toronto Olobe.) 

Everything seems to indicate that 
the excitement in Briti'ib Golumbia on 
the railway question is passing way, 
and that reasonable ideas are piovail- 
iug. That the people in thatPjovinco 
are not of one opinion ou the subject 
is very evident. Tho mainlanders do 
not see tho matters iu the pame light 
as the islanders, and even in Yiotoria 
itself there is an increasing number 
who are prepared to take a candid and 
calm view of the case, and to let reason 
and not mere passion judge what is 
best to be done. This is encouraging, 
and points to an issue which we be- 
lieve will be proQtable and Sitisfactoiy 
to all parties. It is now coming to bo 
recognized even by British Columbians 
that the Doiuiuiou Govercmeut is oct- 
ing towards them in good faith, and 
that it has no wish to recede from its 
en<>agement3 or to make its 
talk about the Pacific Railway a mere 
game of blufl". What is possible and 
what is iiupossible is also coming to be 
considered, and the voice of the rea- 
son aud prudence is in the ascendant. 

The "British Colonist," though pub- 
lished in Victoria, and with, one 
might presume, all its interests and 
prejudices on thesidn of those who are 
said to be so aggrieved over their rail- 
way disappoiutuiouts, comes strongly 
out iu favor of wise aud prudent 
measures and in deprecation of tho 
foolish talk about separation. In its 
issue of the 10th February that jourual 
has a very sensible arlijlo headed 
"Shall wo Separate?" It does not 
profess either to ignore or belittle tho 
ieeliug of diaappoiutmeut which the 
failure of the (Jarnarvon Terms has 
caused, and it does not for one moment 
affect to deny that tho British Colum- 
bians had good grounds for their feel 
iug of annoyance rind discontent. 
Though promised the completion of 
tho railway iu ten years after (Jonfed- 
oration, Br tiah Columbia has now to 
say that in tho sixth year of partnership 
"tho first blow has not yet been ptruck." 
At the same time the "Colonist" draws 
attention to the fact that tho 
Federal expenditure in the Pro- 
vince has been vory large, and that a 
still larger expenditure is promised 
during the coming season. In their 
disappointment, however, the British 
Coluinbiaus seem still to doubt if, after 
the surveys are over, and the route 
has been selected, the work will be 
com menced. The expected letter from 
Lord Carnarvon, it was hoped, would 
give all the assurances on that subject 
which would be required, and if iu it 
also tbero was to bo disappointment, 
"what," asks the "Colouist," "ought 
British Columbia to do?" In reply to 
its question the "Colouist" sajs there 
is only one of two courses open — either 
to stay in "and tight the matter to tha 
bitter end; or go out." 

If she takes the former course, it is 
argued that British Columbia will al- 
ways have a claim on the J>ociinion, 
and can and should urge its fulfilment 
by all lawful aud constitutional means 
in licr power. But if tho latter, she 
will practically give Canada a receipt 
iu full for the railway aud every other 
obligation. 

Says the Colonist: 

"If we ask for componsition for nnful- 
lillod treaties we shall bo confrontsd with 
a debt of «1,200.000 that hung like a mill- 
stone about our necks when wo entered 
confederation. It we cannot Beciire the 
railway while in the Union, how should 
wo get it when out? Taere is onoajvan- 
tago wo might gain by separation — the 
power of arranp;ing a taritT better suited 
lo our wants than the Canadian tariff. But 
what would bo tho form of our political 
institutions should we separate? Lord 
Unllerin said that should we go out we 
would rolapao into the position of aCrown 
Colony. That would bo a disastrous and 
dangerous result. Under the existing 
Constiiution tho governing power is vost- 
eil in ih'i peoide. Under a Crown Colony 
system the jiower would bo placed in tho 
hands of an oligarch^', and what Hecurily 
would the country have that it would not 
be slnllVd back into Confederation at some 
Inture lime on Canada's terms or on no 
terms at all? The.se are questions that 
are pertinent at this time." 

Thoy certainly are pertinent. The 
eld debt would cotno back, and a con- 
siderable amount which the Dominion 
has incurred lu terms of tho Union 
would have to be repoid. The British 
Colinnbians are not such innocents as 
to suppose that Britain has come to 
that stage of decrepitude as to allow 
them to vote theinsolves and their 
Province into the iioigh boring Kepub- 
lic. Wo aro fully convinced that niiie- 
teen-twentielhs of tho people of Brit- 
ish Columbia have no wish for annexa- 
tion. And supposing, as the Colonist 
argues, they thought of going, could 
they go as a unit? Would the main- 
laud go with the island ? or would the 
latter imvo to go alone ? It is as evi- 
ileiil as anything svall can be that the 
people of the mainland have no wish 
"to go out of the Union with Canada, 
uuless thoy received treatment so out- 
rageous and unreasonable that coutiu- 
uunco would be absolute degradation. 
Of such treatment there is not the 
slightest likelihood, but tho vory re- 
verse. 

Lord Carnarvon's despatch may not 
give the British Columbians all the 
comfort and assurance thoy could de- 
sire, but it is not at all at variance with 
the professions and conduct of tho 
Canadian Governinout, which have all 
pointed to tho carrying through of the 
railway at tho earliest possible date as 
a mat er to the fuUiliuentof which the 
good faith aud reputation of the coun- 
try is pledged. If in spite of such as- 
Burauces tho British Columbians refuse 
to beliovo that the railway will ever be 
built, what can bo doue? If thoy will 
insist on more, than is possible, or go 
out, they must needs take their own 
oourjie; but in (hat oaas it woald bo a> 



well to 'consider earaf ally **on what 
spot," as the CoLONrsr phrases it, "hor 
feet will alight before she takes the 
leap." The Carnarvon terms have 
BOW been definitely given up by their 
author, but tbat will not make oao 
whit of change in tha railway policy 
of the Dominion. Nor will it tempt 
those in charge to move one foot 
slower towards the oompietiou of tho 
road. If anything it will quicLou tho 
energies of all concernod, aud will in- 
duce thorn to work still more ener- 
getically for the realization of that 
without which all acknowledge our 
federation would be but a rope of 
sand. 

What says the Colonist further on this 
subject: 

" Wo do not believe tkat either Govern- 
ment or people would repeat tho blunder 
and demand the fulfilment of the origin ! 
bond or the 'pound of flesh' now. Tliu 
original terms wore so good at to be bad, 
to speak paradoxically. The\/ were impossi- 
ble of/titfilment, and failed because of tlielr 
impossibiUti/. Tho ai)peal to England was u 
blunder, because it ox.cited tlioaetivo t'li- 
mifcy of tho dominant party ia Canada, 
and did not souuro us the friecdship of 
the Conservatives. In fact, we bolievo it 
created a feeling of resentment with all 
parties. Were proof of tliin statement re 
quired it will bo found iu the journals of 
tho Ottawa House >if last session. Tiie 
senior member for this city having iutro 
dnced resolutions ooinplaining of bad 
faitli on tho part of Canada, they were de- 
feated — Reformers and Conservatives 
uniting to vote them down. Among tho 
'nays' wo find tho names of Sir John Muc- 
donaldand thoso of all iiut two of hisiuip- 
portors voting to simt lin Miickeiizie's 
policy towards British Cnlumbia, Imt live' 
members, inchidiug tliolliiee represenia 
tive.s from this iiland, voting for tlio re- 
Holuiiuns. l''roin this fact aro wo not jus- 
tilled- in . say iug that ilie country would 
not have feared bdllei' had the Maodouuld 
Oovernment remained in power than it 
has with tho Maokcuzie Government?" 

About the truth of these stateinent.s 
there can now be no doubt whatovor. 
The Colonist speaks by the card, and 
the most rabid soparationist must know 
that it does. Equally so are its state- 
ments in{!ontrov»;rtib]o when it pro- 
ceeds in the follo.ving strain: — 

"To go ba(dc another session: tho Con- 
servative Senators to a man voted lo throw 
out the Esquima't-N.iUuimo RiiiKvay Bill 
—thus defeat ng the Carnarvon terms. 
Tho visir. of Lord Dufiferia loiLe Province 
last summer was seized upon as the occas- 
ion by many Vietoriaos to demand the 
'Carnarvon Term* or Separation.' Had 
the demand extended beyond Victoria — 
had it met with a responsive echo from 
the mainland — there would have be«n 
some show of success. But it did not. 
Nanaimo, the northern terminus of the 
island line, said that tha carrying out of 
tho Carnarvon Terms woald conduce to 
harmony, etc., but the alternative of Se- 
paration was not liroposed. Westminster 
exprofsed 'pleasiiru' at tho failure 
of the Carnarvon Terms. Yale, Lytton, 
Kamloops, imiiressod upon llio Govcinor- 
General's mind that they wonld not favor 
the doctrine of Separation if the Carn«r 
von Tonus were not fulflll«d. Therefore, 
when Lord Dnfferin returned to Victoria 
he was enabled to slate that if tho island 
went out of the Union it would not take 
the raainlaud with it; and he spoke of the 
Sspar..tion arch and tho publio meeting 
held on the eve of the delivery of his ad- 
dress ns a 'liit of bounce.' " 

With the prospect of Lord Carnar- 
von's promised despatch coming soon, 
the CoLONsT asks what woiild have to 
be done if the contents of thotd.sp itch 
were not quite of the uature tho Vic- 
torians anticipated : nnd answers the 
query in the following fashion: — 

"The fulfilment of the Carnarron Terms 
would be a grand thing for the whole 
Piovincc; but arc they likely to bo carrio.l 
out? Wo fear not; and if that four be 
realized, what is the next best; thing for 
the country to do? To accept assnr.inces 
from Lord Carnarvon of the prosecution 
of tho main line, and to make the be.^t 
possible arrangement for the island ro id; 
it wonld be utterly impu8>ib]o for Vic- 
toria City to niovu out of the Confedera- 
tion alone. Every lid vaiitiige she had a 
right to expect from Coiifcilenition would 
be instantly lost. What diil Lord Duller 
in have to say on this point ? Ho drev a 
picture of tho oonceutration of the Post 
office, the Custom house, the railway of- 
fio s, tho Dominion ofUcials, the ocean 
steamship terminus, the c ajiitnl— at Honie 
point on the mainland. He skelcliud Van 
couver Island .>s a Crown colony, aud its 
people weighted down with tn.tation to 
meet expenses now borno by tho Dumiii- 
ion. Separation without tho prospsct of 
a trans- oontineulal railway would be right 
and feasible — provided the eatire Prov- 
ince wore to go; but the separation under 
(\ny circumstances of a section wonld be 
madness." 

It is now put beyond nil doubt that 
the Colonial Ollice will not iusist upou 
the Carnarvon terms being carried out, 
while if anything short of the railway 
being actually inndo can {,'ivo assur- 
ance that it will bo carried tiiroLigh iu 
good faith, the Colutnbians may cal- 
culate with tho gnjulest couBdence on 
its beiug done with all reasonable ex- 
pedition. In such circumstances could 
the secession of tbo wholo of British 
Columbia be reckoiaod on ! With ths 
"Colonist," we bclicvo it couUI not, 
Nothing short of tho settled conviction 
on the part of the mainlandeia that the 
railway would never bo built, and that 
tbeMiuistiy of Canada never intended 
that it should, could, according to the 
"Colonist," induce tbcni to vote for 
separation. Such a cunviclion tbey 
have not now and huvo had no grouudi 
for eiilertaiuing. It is not mere the 
interest of British Colamiba than it is 
of the wholo Dominion to have that 
railway in working operation without 
any unnecessary delay; hut it would 
bo to tho injury of nil if tho couatruc- 
tion were rashly entered upou by a 
route being selected without avsiy pos- 
sible jirecaution having been tnkeu 
tbat tho selection would nob after- 
wards be regretted as a mistake, and 
n mistake to bo remedied only hy an 
extraordinary BBCriBce both of time 
and meaua. 

No one who ia capable of an enlarg- 
ed and stntesmauliko view of the 
situation will seek to depreciate the 
importanoa ot BxitUti Oolumbia t9 tha 



Dominion, ' On ail hands that import- 
ance is -recognized and acknowl- 
edged. But on tho other hand, it cno 
as littlo ho trainsaid that tho union 
with Cannd a is of vast imjiortiiuco to 
British Columbia. It v.-onlil bo very 
diOieuit to exaggerate that imporlarico 
The two are necestary toeaohothar,and 
it is, tberoforo, the more beeoiniiig and 
prudent that tboy should work into 
each other's hands and help to work 
out for themHelvos a glorious and 
prosperous united destiny. In spite 
of all that haa come aud gone, we bo- 
lieve this will ut no distant day ho 
acknowledged and acted on without 
one dissentiii;.,' voico one side of the 
Rocky JIountdiuM or tho other. United 
oiertion, with mutual coiitidoiico and 
good faith, will aeconipli.sh all that is 
necessary, aud make a repeal of tho 
Union as absurd nnd impracticable ns 
Cunning's celebrated suggestion re- 
piesentod iho realization of another 
repeal — "Kcpoaltho Union? Bevivo 
the Hcptaichy !"
